The purchasing 
power of this trust is being eroded away 

by inflation. This money rightly belongs 

to all beekeepers (the Industry as a whole) 
and should be maintained for the benefit 

of all. This Branch has many members who 

use hives for pollination and produce very 
little honey for sale. Therefore membership 
of the Honey Co-op is of no benefit to them. 
Unless honey is exported by the Co-op in 
large quantities, honey prices on the local 
market are depressed by over supply. The 

low interest paid by the Co-op could be 

seen as a subsidy to Co-op members. We 

need local honey packers to create fair 
competition for long term industry stability.

The Ministry of Agriculture provides this 
service to other sectors, which also have .«., 
the benefit of public auctions, published ‘ 
export schedules, and regular market report 
and comment via radio, newspapers and magazines. 
A free and unregulated market such as ours 

can only work effectively if we all have 
the means to make informed, wise decisions, 
as to the marketing of our products and 
services.
